The dedica- 
tion of the Bennet- 
Forehand Field on 
April 1st celebrated 
the committment of 
two great men. Ath- 
letic Director John 
Bennett and the late 
Fred Forehand, to 
MBA. 

Coach 
Bennett has invested 
thirty-six years of his 
life in teaching. Dur- 
ing eleven of those 
years, he served our 
school as head base- 
ball coach, and was 
District Coach of the 
Year in 1986. He is 
one of the greatest ex- 
amples anywhere of 
helping young men 
become better ball 
players and better 
people. As was typi- 
cal of him. he wanted 
to share his honor 
with his players. Fred 
Forehand won numer- 
ous honors also dur- 
ing his long baseball 
career. He was Dis- 
trict Coach of the Year 
at MBA in 1991 and 
1992. and in 1993 was 
named State AAA 
Coach of the year as 
our team won the 
State Championship. 
It was a culmination 
of a lifetime of help- 
ing young men be 
come better ball play- 
ers and better people.
